However, polio, like 
tuberculosis and other diseases, may 
be cured and should the dread dis-| 
ease strike with the advancement; 
made by medical science, there is al-| 
ways the hupe of recovery, | 

However, perhaps. the greatest! 
safe guard are certain precautionary 
measures, which have been laid down 
and which are known to be helpful 
in avoiding the outbreak of polio. 
Thes precautions are well worth ad-, 
hering to, not only as specific preven- 
tives, but as eminently sound basic 
rules for general health.

Fear Of World Famine 


THERE ARE A NUMBER OF ASPECTS to the problem created by 
the dwindling of world food supplies on one hand, and the constant increase 
in population on the other. Erosion and deterioration of the soil are con- 
sidered to be the basic causes of decreasing food production and are looked 
upon as the most serious menace to agriculture in the years to come, There 
is much concern over this problem and efforts are being made to combat 
the gradual decrease in the acreage of productive land throughout the 
world, The population is now increasing at the rate of over twenty million 
people a year, or about 54,000 a day, and it is expected that the present 
population will be doubled in twenty-five years. In view of these figures 
it is clear that even if present rates of production were maintained there 
would be insufficient food supplies to mect the future needs of the popu- 
lation. 


* * * * * 
Experts on this subject are agreed that even al- 
Other Methods though efforts to combat erosion and other factors 
which cut down the productivity of the soil may 
Less Practical be successful, additional measures will be neces- 
sary if fair levels of nutrition are to be maintained throughout the world. 
A number of possibilities have been considered in this connection. It has 
been suggested that food might be produced in chemical solutions, inde- 
pendently of the soil, but although this has proved successful on a moderate 
scale, scientists are doubtful of its value as a means of replacing soil for 
growing foodstuffs. It has also been suggested that food might be pro- 
duced from the sea, but again scientists doubt the practical value on a 
acale sufficiently large to be of value. One method which is already being 
used but which also has its limitations, is that of bringing new land under 
cultivation, In Africa, South America and other less heavily populated 
places, much new land has been successfully brought under cultivation in 
recent years.

One aspect of the problem which is not often dis- 
Yearly Waste cussed is that of the annual waste of food products. 

It is not uncommon for people from lands where 
Is Very Great food is less plentiful than it is on this continent, to 
be appalled at the waste in homes, institutions and stores here. On a much 
larger scale, however, is the loss due to pests, rodents and mites. Figures 
gathered by the Food and Agriculture Organization of the United Nations 
have shown that 65,000,000 tons of grain are destroyed each year by these 
means. If this waste were eliminated a great deal more food would be 


available and it would appear that if this, and the erosion and deterioration 
of the soil could be brought under control, a large part at least of the 
threat to world famine could be removed,

Scientists Want 


To Make Potato 
More Nutritional 


OTTAWA.—An experiment on po- 
tatoes now being carried out in east- 
ern Canada, with higher nutritional 
value as its aim, will make its effects 
felt throughout the country if the 
researchers get the answers they are 
looking for, 

At three. eastern universities— 
Montreal, McGill and McDonald Col- 
lege—scientists are now, among other 
things, trying to find out how to in- 
crease the thiamin content of this 
most widely eaten of all vegetables. 

Thiamin or vitamin B1 is the fa- 
mous “morale vitamin” of the war, 
with a beneficial effect on the ner- 
vous system. Its absence causes 
neuritis and stomach disorders. 

Chief sources.of the vitamin are 
meats, particularly pork, and cereals, 
notably the wheat germ. 

Next to beans, potatoes have more 
of it than any other vegetable, al- 
though they are not particularly rich 
in thiamin, But the point of the cur- 
rent research is that any improve- 
ment in the nutritional value of farm 
produce is of benefit to the entire na- 
tion. 

Nutrition experts of the health de- 
partment point out that as thiamin 
is soluble in water, a certain amount 


is lost in cooking. This loss can be 
held down to perhaps 10 per cen

B.C. To Have Registry 
For Crippled Children 


OTTAWA, — Health Minister an- 
nounced government approval of §3,- 
700 in federal grants to set up a 
crippled children’s registry in British 
Columbia.

Butter Surplus 
Not Abnormal 


REGINA.—Rt. Hon. J. G. Gardiner, 
Agriculture Minister, said there is no 
need for anyone to try to find an 
outlet for the butter surplus the 
Canadian Government is currently 
building up. 

Mr. Gardiner said in an interview 
there is nothing abnormal in such 
surpluses. Reserves now accumulat- 
ing were needed to carry Canada 
through its annual low-production 
period. 

The Federal Agriculture Minister 
was commenting on a report that 
Government experts were trying to 
find an outlet for a steadily increas- 
ing accumulation of butter that was 
expected to reach 60,000,000 pounds 
by September. 

“We produce about 40 per cent. 
more butter in the summer than we 
consume and every pound must” be 
stored if we are going to be able to 
supply our market from December 
until April when we are producing 
only about half the butter we con- 
sume, 

“If we do reach 60,000,000 pounds 
storage, we will only have a normal 
supply.” e
